Zujovic, 57, was the hardline In- 
terior Minister In the Christian De- 
mocratic Government of former 
President Eduardo Fréi and was 
hated by both the leftist extremists 
and the Marxists now in power.

Jerusalem Post Economie Correspondent 
ECULATIONS on the functions 
of technicians and practical 

engineers in three areas will be 
gazetted In the coming weeks, ac- 
cording to Labour Minister Yosef Al- 
mogi. They are civil engineering (ex- 
cluding water and sanitation), ar- 
chitecture and chemicals. 

On the remaining areas (elec- 
tricity, electronics and industrial 
‘products, as well as water and 
sanitation), the Katchalsky Cammit- 
tee will make its recommendations 
two or three months from now, 
when these regulations too will be 
gazetted — by which time the field 
will be clear for enacting a Tech-

‘The whole subject has been held 
up by disputes since 1958, and 
progress has been slow owing to, 
differences between engineers and:

But the selling price of phos- 
phoric acid hag gone up Ὧν 10 per 
cent as well, from $90-$91 to $100 
a ton; and demand is booming. “We

arrested for 


- sabotaging Arab bus line

HAIFA. — The two Arab-owned 
bus companies which operate be- 
tween Haifa and Nazareth in Galilee, 
and are not taking part In the bus 
strike, yesterday ran into trouble 
along almost the entire length of 
their Haifa-Nazareth route. Egged 
drivers interfered with their opera- 
tions, blocking buses, and in one 
case allegedly letting the alr out 
of tires. Four Egged drivers have 
been arrested in connectlon with 

this charge. 

One Arab driver complained to 
the police that Egged men as- 
saulted him at Kiryat Amal, broke 
the windshield of his bus and in- 
jured him. Five Egged drivers have 
been arrested in connection with 
the incident. 

‘The two firms, the Galilee Bus 
Company and the Nazareth-Haifa 
Bus Company, operate a total of 
80 duses, and are Egged’s only com- 
petition in the North 
. A representative of the Galilee 
Company told The Jerusalem Post 
that he had protested to the Trans- 
port Minister and the Road Con- 
troller against Interference with 
the operation of his company. He 
gaid that when one of his buses 
was immobilised by Egged drivers 


near Kiryat Amal, leaving the 
passengers stranded at about 11 
am, he telephoned the Road Con- 
troller, but was unable to reach 
him. 

At the Haifa end of the route, 
in Parla Square, your reporter saw 
Egged buses “sandwiching’ the 
Arab-owned buses, making it im- 
possible for them to leave, unless 
they agreed to depart empty. A 
Galllee Co. man said: “Even when 
we did leave, Egged buses followed 
us all the way to Nazareth and 
Prevented us from taking passen- 


gers.” 
Two Egged drivers, who were 
“supervising,” lodged a complaint 


with the police, alleging that one 
of the Arab bus drivers, with whom 
they had got into an argument, 
started hig bus and hit them. One 
of them admitted to trying to stop 
the Arab buses, saying it was “be- 
cause they are bre: our strike, 
though they will enjoy its fruits, If 
we get higher fares they will auto- 
matically get them too." 

The vendetta between Egged and 
two Arab companies has been going 
on for years, and at one stage 
reached the High Court, which at 
the time found in favour of the 
Arab companies. The Court took 
Beged to task for trying to put 
the Arab companies out of business.

— “Seizing 
apartments is not the answer, I 
hope the police arrest them." Jeru- 
salem Mayor Teddy Kollek said this 
here on Tuesday in answer to ἃ 
reporter's question about the seizure 
by 30 Hebrew University social 
work students the previous day of 
an apartment in the Talptot Quarter 
that the Housing Ministry had re- 
served for immigrants. The apart-
